Britain Joins NATO Project 
To Ease U.S. Budget Worries

LONDON. Feb. IT (NTT). — 
Britain changed its mind today 
and agreed to join other European 
members o£ the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization in a new in- 
frastructure program. 

The Europeans plan to spend 
$420 million over the next five 
years on an integrated communi- 
cations system, protection of air- 
craft on the ground and other 
measures. Britain’s share will be 
$78 million. 

The whole program was under- 
taken last year as an earnest in- 
dication of the will of the Euro- 
pean allies to take some of the 
NATO budgetary burden off the 
United States. 

At that time the new Con- 
servative government here declined 
to take part. Its view was that it 
had done enough— and an It could 
afford— by making some modest 
increases in Britain’s mffltary com- 
mitments to NATO. 

Lord Carrington, the minister of 
defense, announced the decision to 
join the infrastructure program to- 
day. Be said British participation 
had been made possible by prog- 
ress toward a new agreement with 
West Germany to offset the for- 
eign exchange costs of British 
troops in Germany. 

Bonn Beal Still Secret 

The exact term of the offset ar- 
rangement will not be made known 
lor a while longer. Britain had 
always kept open the possibility of 
joining the NATO program if 
generous offset terms were forth- 
coming from Bonn. 

Britain now has 82,000 army and 
air force personnel in Germany. 
That costs it $330 million a year 
in precious foreign exchange — the 
only NATO country aside from the 
United States to have that kind of 
problem. Germany offsets part of 
the burden on. London by purchas- 
ing British equipment. 

Over the next five years, the Eu- 
ropean members of NATO wfl] 
spend about an extra billion dol- 
lars on the infrastructure plan and 
increased military commitments, 
in the latter category, Britain will 
extend the life of the aircraft car- 
rier Ark Royal and provide extra 
armored cars and planes. 

The announ cement on NATO 
came here as part of the annua] 
defense white paper, the first full 
one to be produced by the Con- 
servative government. 

The emphasis in the white paper 
shifted from Europe, on which the 
former Labor government focused 
in its last days, to the world as 
a whole. Lord Carrington said it 
would be "illogical and unrealistic” 
to look only at Europe when the 
Soviet threat was growing every- 
where. 

But the white paper made it 
clear that Britain would play a 
thin or even nnwrfwai defense role 
outside Europe because of stringent 
money restraints. 

SSJL Billion Budget 

The budget for the next fiscal 
year will be $8.1 billion, just below 
the target. That is 5.5 percent of 
■" t£e gross national product. 

In Southeast Ada, Lord Carring- 


ton said he hoped for agreement 
at a meeting starting April 15 on 
the new Commonwealth arrange- 
ment around Singapore. Lord Car- 
rington said he saw the five-nation 
arrangement — Britain, Australia, 
New Zealand. Singapore and Ma- 
laysia— a* one counter to growing 
Soviet naval strength In the Indian 
Ocean. 

In the whole area east of Suez, 
the- Royal Navy has five frigates 
and destroyers. It will add a sixth 
now — and contribute one sub- 
marine to the Australian squadron 
in return for the Australians' post- 
ing a submarine near Singapore. 

Northern Ireland continues to 
take a large part of British Army 
strength, but Lord Carrington ex- 
pressed confidence that the recent 
upsurge of trouble would not mean 
a need for more troops. 


Layoff of 40,000 
By Fiat Triggers 
3-Hour Strike 

TURIN, Feb. 17 (Reuters!.— 
Workers at the giant Flat car fac- 
tory and other firms today staged 
a three-hour strike here in protest 
over the laying off of more than 
40,000 workers in Fiat, Lands and 
Pininfsxina plants. 

Fiat said only about 5.5 percent 
of their workers and 0.6 percent of 
their administrative staff joined the 
stoppage. 

Meanwhile, about 6,000 people 
marched through the streets- of 
Turin in rallies organized by the 
three main trade union confedera- 
tions to draw attention to the de- 
mands of workers in the plastics 
industry for a new labor contract. 

And textile workers all over Italy 
staged a one-hour strike to protest 
over the non-implementation of a 
new labor contract. 

In Rome, administrative person- 
nel- in the Education Ministry con- 
tinued a four-day strike together 
with local directors of education all 
over the country to -back their de- 
mands for mare staff. 




Gierek Trip 
May Signal 
New Unrest 

In Undeveloped 
Border Area

WAJRSAW, Feb. 27 CNYT).— 

Edward Gierek. Poland's Communist 
party chief, paid an unexpected 
visit today to Bialystok, 35 miles 
from the Russian border, and 
prompted speculation that he was 
seeking to solve new internal prob- 
lems. 

A Warsaw radio broadcast said 
that Mr. Gierek had canceled an 
appointment in Warsaw with a 
West. German leader because of 
the necessity of conducting talks 
that were extremely vital to the 
nation's economic and political 
life." 

Observers here thought that Mr, 

Gierek, whose activities had not 
been reported since Saturday, was 
involved in discussions in the 
Bialystok area or had conferred in 
recent days with Soviet leaders. 

It was recalled that Nikita 
Khrushchev and Wladyslaw Go- 
mulka, former Soviet and Polish 
leaders, used to meet at least once 
a year in a hunting lodge in the 
huge Bialowieza Forest straddling 
the nearby border. 

Visit Described Routinely 

The Polish news agency describ- 
ed Mr. Gierek’s visit to Bialystok 
in a routine manner, saying the 
party leader had spoken with local 
leaders, discussing agriculture in 
particular, and had visited two 
small Industrial plants. 

Bial^tok is the center of a gen- 
erally underdeveloped agricultural 
region. There had been no hint 
of economic discontent there, how- 
ever, In the spate of rumors that 
swept the nation in recent days. 

Important changes in the party's 
regional structure continued, mean- 
while, with Communist first sec- 
retaries being replaced in Warsaw 
province, in Krakow and Lodz.

The Incident, which threw the House into an uproar, was the 
second in two weeks that Mr. Trudeau was accused of uttering 
obscenities in public.

Enemy Move

Into Wiretaps 
On Chicago 7 

Inquiry on Whether 
FBI Acted Illegally 
By Sanford J. Ungar 

WASHINGTON. Feb. 17 (WP).— 
The ■ defendants In - the "Chicago 
Seven" conspiracy trial are entitled 
to a court Inquiry Into whether the 
FBI illegally wiretapped their 1 
phones, the U5r Court of Appeals 
ruled yesterday. 

Such an inquiry— on the basis of | 
a civil suit they filed in June, 1969; 
—may begin immediately, without 
waiting for final disposition of the 
charges against them arising out of 
demonstrations during the 1968 
Democratic National Convention. 

A previous ruling In TLS. District 
Court here had placed an Indefinite 
stay on the Chicago Seven's' lawsuit 
and thus restricted their effort to 
prove that the charges against 
then had been illegally developed. 

F^ve of the defendants in the 
trial were convicted in Chicago last 
year, and the case Is scheduled for 
argument before an appeals court 
In the spring. 

Final determination, however, In- 
cluding possible appeals to the TLS. 
Supreme Court, could take years. 

Yesterday's court action clears 
the way for the Chicago defendants 
and nine civil rights and radical 
political organizations that joined 
their lawsuit to question FBI- 
directed electronic surveillance 
against t.h g m. 

Before the Chicago trial, the gov- 
ernment acknowledged that some 
of the defendants had been wire- 
tapped although no warrant or 
judicial order had been .issued for 
that purpose. That action, the de- 
fendants said, was Illegal. 

But the Justice Department as- 
serted in Chicago that such, sur- 
veillance was lawful if "deemed 
vital to national security" or used 
“to gather intelligence information 
concerning domestic organizations 
which seek to attack and subvert 
the government by unlawful 
means." 

U,S. Reports Soviet 
Warships Near Coast 

WASHINGTON. Feb. 17 (DPI).— 
The Pentagon said today that a 
nuclear-powered Soviet submarine 
had been spotted near Cuba and 
that a Russian guided missile 
cruiser was in the Gulf of Mexico.

Industrial Output Up 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17 (AP).

The key economic Indicator rose 
by 0.7 percent last month, as the 
economy continued to bounce back 
from the low which followed the 
General Motors strike last fall.

Fearing an ice Age , She Moved Underground 

Woman Dies After 25 Years in Cave 
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TUCSON, Ariz„ Feb. 17 <UPI). 
— Mrs. Margaret J. Campbell, 
who had lived underground 
since 1946 to protect herself 
from what she feared was the 
coming of a new ice age, died 
in her subterranean home Sun- 
day. 

Mrs. Campbell spent tbe last 
25 years of her life expanding 
and Improving her underground 
home and led a near-normal 
life in the abode, which reached 
60 feet deep at one point. 

While she never had to use 
the home as protection against 
the Ice age she predicted, she 
often told friends and visitors 
that living in the constant tem- 
peratures of her home relieved 
her of the arthritic pains which 
had plagued her for many 
yean on the surface. 

She often suggested such liv- 
ing for arthrltics who could 


find no medical relief for their 
pains. 

Mrs. Campbell also often 
pointed out that her under- 
ground home provided her with 
protection against wind, dust, 
bugs and noise. 

She dug the home on her 
property on Tucson’S South 
Side. Once she had the tunnel 
large enough, she began moving 
her furniture out of her house 
and into the underground rooms 
through her basement. 

She began digging shortly 
after she came here to 1943. 
By 1946. her underground home 
was large enough for her to 
move to. She continued to ex- 
pand tbe subterranean abode 
until her death. It finally con- 
sisted of three rooms. 

Her goal was a ten-room 
house with a small underground 
garden She never completed 


the ten looms, but she did have 
her garden. 

In later years, she gave 
piano lessons in her 20-foot- 
deep living room. 

Mrs. Campbell was an author, 
having written the book Tba, 
the Dawn,” which she publish- 
ed at her own expense to 1963. 

The book was an adventure 
story about the men who re- 
built the world after a great 
deluge. 

Her son, William, was reluc- 
tant to talk about his mother 
and her fear of a new Ice age. 
She never revealed what led 
her to believe tbe ice age was 
on Its way. 

Her neighbors described Mrs. 
Campbell as a “warm, outgoing 
person who made f riends with 
everybody.” 

Her underground home was 
full of becks and works of art. 
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The Oil Settlement at Tehran 


The terms of the agreement reached be- 
tween International .oil companies and the 
Persian Gulf producing states somewhat 
belie the sense of crisis generated in their 
tails at Tehran over the last few weeks. 
The "posted" price of a barrel Is to go up 
at once by 35 cents; the producer govern- 
ment's take, which stays at 55 percent, goes 
up 19 cents. For the Gulf states, whose post- 
ed prices rose barely at all in the last decade, 
19 cents is a lot; they'll get five cents more 
In each of the next four years, plus a 2.5 
percent annual increment to keep pace with 
world inflation. For rough comparison pur- 
poses, however, recall that In 1969-70 alone 
prices of American domestic crude oil in- 
creased by 45 cents a barrel The Persian 
Gulf was playing essentially catch-up balL 
American producers, protected by import 
quotas, are still ahead. 

There are 42 gallons in a barrel. If the 
Companies pass on the whole 19-cent In- 
crease to their Western European and 
Japanese consu mers , these consumers wUl 
pay less than a half-cent more per gallon. 
Since— mostly because of heavy excise 
taxes imposed by governments— gas costs 
two or three times more In Western Europe 
than here (fuel oil, another major use, costs 
much more, too}, a half-cent is not much. 
It will be interesting to see whether the 
publics and governments of Europe and 
Japan let the companies pass it along. The 
immediate impact In the United states 
should be minimal, since American oil Im- 
ports are nominal— unless American pro- 
ducers exploit the world's lit of oil nerves 
to raise their own prices again. 

Anyway, at Tehran the companies got what 
looks like a fair deal Increases in their 
costs were not major, And they got a five- 
year agreement to protect themselves against 
being "whlpsawed": if Libya and Algeria 
win better terms, as they hope to do in an- 
other set of talks opening right away, then 
the six Gulf producers must sit still This as- 
surance of "stability 1 ' greatly cheers the 
companies, with the Gulf agreement in 
hand (and with a bull market in rumors of 
the reopening of the Sues Canal), they can 


lace Libya and Algeria with more fortitude 
'—though hardly with complacence. Libya 
presents a particularly difficult case: Its 
huge financial reserves and its rage at the 
West make it the Arab state most likely to 
embargo Its oil. Libya supplies 17 percent of 
the non-communist world's needs; Its em- 
bargo alone could force Western Europe to 
Impose emergency rationing. 

For Iran, Iraq, Saudi Arabia, Kuwait, 
Qatar and Abu Dhabi the new accord sig- 
nificantly Increases their revenues and for 
the first time gives them a hedge against 
world inflation. (The more they earn from 
oil the more manufactured goods and tech- 
nology they buy from the West, of course; 
their gain is the West’s and Japan's gain 
In that important sense.) The shah of Iran 
emerges as well with major gains in political 
status, a commodity which should serve him 
well in his American-supported effort to be- 
come the premier power— replacing the 
retiring British — in the Persian Gulf. The 
new revenues may also stimulate “revenue- 
sharing" debates within the producer states, 
with, attendant political implications. And 
the example of the Persian Gulf's success 
surely will Inspire producers of other com- 
modities In the world's underdeveloped 
"south" to try to follow suit, if they can. 

A word might be said about the Gulf 
states’ threat to legislate” price Increases 
and "embargo* 1 oil had the companies not 
come to terms. These are fighting words. 
Yet the bargaining tactics they describe are 
traditional and accepted In most business 
dealings. This is a point to keep In mind 
when the next oil "crisis'' arrives. For surely 
there will be another. One reason is that 
there still Is no generally accepted formula 
for computing posted prices, on which taxes 
and other remittances are based. A second 
reason Js that, given the nationalism of the 
era, arrangements under which foreign 
companies own. extract, ship, refine and 
market the basic (and depleting) national 
wealth of other states are political time- 
bombs, It is hardly too soon to Intensify 
public thinking on these crucial questions.

Sen. Jackson’s * Proto-Candidacy’ 

By David S. Broder 


The Seabed Treaty 


The seabed treaty, which commits the 
signatories not to fix nuclear or other mass- 
destruction weapons on the ocean floor 
further than 12 miles from shore, has now 
been signed with an appropriate flourish by 
the United states, the Soviet Unton and 
some 60 other states. Indicative of the Im- 
portance they attach to the treaty, both 
President Nixon and Premier Kosygin came 
out, in their respective capita!*, for the 
signing ceremonies. In their remarks they 
made essentially the same point— that the 
new treaty, though modest, is a real and 
useful earnest of their determination to con- 
trol their own strategic arms. 

We hope so, because otherwise there is 
not much effective value to the seabed 
treaty, Only two states, Russia and America, 
have within reach the technology to stick 
missiles into the ocean floor; neither wants 
to, because to do so would sacrifice the 
elements of concealment and relative In- 
vulnerability which constitute the basic 
reason missiles have gone from land to sea 
at all, Both states, however, do have nuclear 
subs; indeed, even while Russian and Amer- 
ican negotiators were writing the seabed 
treaty, the Russians were launching 10 or so 
strategic subs a year and the United States 
was starting to "MIRV" Its sub-launched 
Polaris missiles. The new treaty win not 
deter the continued development and deploy- 
ment of these new subs and missiles; nor 
does It prevent submarines or later-genera- 
tion missile carriers from hiding or resting 
on the ocean floor. 

To be sure, the treaty does represent an 
example of ' Sovlet-Amerlcan cooperation. 
Those who believe that such examples build 
upon each other, and that they add to the 
confidence and political clout of the would- 
be arms controllers on both sides, can only 
be cheered by this new specimen. Unfor- 
tunately, the public record does not yet in- 


dicate that these Instances of Soviet- Amer- 
ican cooperation are in fact cumulative. 
Even more unfortunately, the record does 
not indicate that these instances have had 
any integral relationship to arms control 
it is a matter of record that, starting with 
the partial test ban and continuing through 
the Antarctic treaty, the outer-space treaty, 
the non-proliferation treaty and the Latin 
American nuclear-free zone, the arms race 
as conducted by Moscow and Washington— 
to say nothing of Paris and Peking— has 
greatly accelerated. 

Putting these various sections of the en- 
vironment off bounds to nuclear testing or 
deployment, as the various agreements have 
done, has imposed no visible restraint upon 
the superpowers' determination to arm them- 
selves, despite a universal hope In the last 
decade that this would be the result Some 
would even go so far as to say that the 
separate arms control agreements, by giving 
the world public the impression that real 
progress was being made, removed some of 
the sense of nuclear urgency they might 
otherwise hare focused upon the two great 
powers. At any rate, what can one say for a 
seabed treaty that doe* not prevent Moscow 
and Washington from doing anything they 
might want to do, and that numbers among 
Its Immediate signers no fewer than 14 
countries with no frontage on a sea, includ- 
ing Laos, Afghanistan, Bolivia and Rwanda. 

Nobody enjoys playing the sourpuss about 
a project which has engaged over several 
years the dedicated labors of so many 
worthy world citizens. But In the pleasant 
afterglow of the signing ceremonies we 
would not wish to lose sight of the critical 
distinction between the Illusion of aims con- 
trol and the reality. For that, one must 
look to the decisions of the two great powers, 
within the SALT context and without.

W ASHTNOTON— Sen. Henry M-

Sen. Jackson Is stUl at the stage 
of "proto-candidacy,” which Joseph 
AlsoP described two months ago. 
Be 1$ dipping Ms toe into presi- 
dential waters with a series of 
speeches to party audiences from 
Richmond to Schenectady to Los 
Angeles. But he has refused per- 
mission for bis supporters to or- 
ganize the kind of political backing 
he would need to take his candidacy 
into the primaries, where he, like 
almost everyone else, believes the 
nomination will be settled. While 
he says “all options are open,” Ms 
answer to a candidacy today is neg- 
ative. 

Nonetheless, even as a "proto- 
candidacy” the Jackson effort 
raises questions which his party 
and the other contenders will be 
compelled to face. 

Jackson Is a win of weight— a 
proven vote-getter with an 84 per- 
cent re-election margin last year 
and with impeccable party creden- 
tials Including a stint as national 
chairman in the John F. Kennedy 
campaign of I960, ms liberal 
domestic record is virtually fanmimB 
from attack in a Democratic con- 
vention. As one of the dozen senior 
and most powerful senators, his 
political alliances reach deep into 
the business and labor constituen- 
cies of the Democratic party. He 
has ample financing available to 
him, and he is particularly strong 
in the sections of the country— 
the South and the Wert— where 
the other contenders are weakest. 

m addition to Ms own credentials, 
Jackson is important because Ms 
assumption* about 1972 politics 
contradict same of the Important 
dogmas of the other Democratic 
ca n did a te s . Those assumptions can 
be summarized as follows: 

Like most other Democrats, Jack- 
son believes the domestic economy 
is in such serious disarray that 
President Nixon will be politically 
vulnerable In 1972 because of con- 
tinuing unemployment, renewed In- 
flation or both. But unlike the 
others, Jackson believes that "the 
decisive issues” wm be in the na- 
tional security area. 

Jackson is dose enough to Mr. 
Nixon to have been offered the 
secretary of defense Job in the 
Nixon cabinet. When he speaks 
of national security as "the area 
of vulnerability" for the Democrats 
in 1972. it is a safe bet he is trying 
to warn Ms party of the direction 
he behoves the President’s political 
strategy will take. 

Second, unlike most of the other 
Democratic contenders, who argue 
that the quickest way out of Viet- 
nam is best, Jackson contends there 
are political limits cm the accepta- 
ble price to be paid for rapid with- 
drawal from Vietnam. "Lots of 
people want to rush out,” ha said 


the other day, "but If you rush out 
and there's a disaster . , . people 
will take it out on whoever Js in- 
volved." Put the other way around, 
he argues that our national in- 
terest and public opinion will com- 
pel us to stay hi Indochina until 
we can leave with our "pride, honor 
and prestige'* intact. 

Vis-a-Vis Russia 

Third, in contravention not only 
of the other Democratic contenders 
but of Mr. Nixon as well, Jackson 
argues that Russian strategic arms 
gains in recent years make it likely 
that “risk-taking by the Soviet 
Union win be greater in the 1970s 
than in the 1960s or 19508.'' 

Rather than the “era of negotia- 
tion” which Mr, Nixon has predict- 
ed, Jackson anticipates an era of 
"more frequent confrontation " with 
Soviet power in Africa, Latin Amer- 
ica and the Middle East. This will 
increase public demand for what 
he calls "an adequate defense 
posture;” 

That final point leads him to 
warn hi* party that it 1* risking 
defeat by listening too much to 
what he colls "the loud voices” 
demanding withdrawal from Viet- 
nam and reduction of arms spend- 
ing. He says the Democrats will 
imperil their prospects far victory 


if they ignore the fact that "the 
coalition we have robed cm in the 
part— labor, the fanners and the 
independents— will tnrfst that the 
Democrats take a responsible posi- 
tion in the foreign policy-national 
security area." 

What constitutes a “responsible 
position"' is, of course, the heart of 
the debate, In which Jackson- wJU 
be Joining Ms Senate colleagues 
Edmund Muskie, George McGovern, 
Harold Hughes, Birch Bayh and 
Hubert Humphrey, 

He dearly regard* McGovern « 
falling short of hi* standard of 
"responsibility,” but Ms attitude to- 
ward Muskie is more equivocal. He 
has differed with Muskie on such 
baric issues as the anti- ballistic 
missile *and the public deadline far 
Withdrawal from Vietnam. But he 
goes out of his way to commend 
the Maine senator, and he told 
reporters the other day that he 
thought Mtukle’s recent switch 
from advocacy of immediate troop 
withdrawal from Europe Indira™ 
that he was “moving mare toward 
the center" of the intra-party 
debate. 

That is where Jackson would like 
to keep Mm, which Is another 
reason to think that oven as a 
"proto-candidacy," the Jackson 
effort will be significant.

The Coining Political

jyEIW YORK.— Keeping up with 
the political moods and fads 
of the United States these days 
is a puzzling business. They go 
up and down like women's skirts. 
Less than a year ago, the uni- 
versity community and the black 
community were in a rebellious 
mood, and now, we are told, they 
are leader less, divided, and apa- 
thetic. 

Well maybe so. But nothing in 
this country is ever quite as 
definite, as good or as 'bad as the 
trend-seekers and headline writers 
make out.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17 CWP). — The UJS. government yester- 
day released preliminary data on the balance of payments for 
1S70. showing, as expected, large deficits. 

The Commerce Department reported that : 

• On the traditionally cited “liquidity" tally (which shows 
changes in UJ3. reserve assets and in liquid Ha biiiHre to all 
foreigners) , the d e fi c i t was $2.87 billion, an improvement over 
the $7.01 billion deficit of 1969. 

• On the “official reserve" transaction baas (which counts 
changes in reserve assets, changes in liquid and some nonliquid 
liabil ities, but only to official foreign agencies), the deficit was 
a record $952 billion, compared with the $2,7 bmiqn of 1969. 

Distortions Cited 

But the department said that there were “distortions" In 
both accounts, and that neither one, nor both tov**" together, 
gave a realistic appraisal of the underlying UJS. position. 

The liquidity balance, which is supposed to be an indicator 
of potential pressure on the dollar from outside, has been distorted 
by Euro d o l la r Cows in both years, and by the introduction of 
Special Drawing Rights.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17 (Reu- 
ters). — The UB. trade surplus is ex- 
pected to decline to about $2 bil- 
lion to 1971, compared to $2.7 bil- 
lion in 1970. Commerce Secretary 
Maurice Stans said today in testi- 
mony prepared for the Joint Eco- 
nomic Committee. 

Mr. Stans said the decline would 
result from Imports climbing 
faster than exports. 

He said imports should increase 
about 12 to 14 percent this year, 
compared to an 11 percent increase 
in 1970, while the growth in UJS. 
exports would probably be reduced 
to about 10-12 percent, compared 
to a 14 percent Increase in 1970. 

Mr. Stans told the committee 
that the United States should 
increase its trade with the Com- 
munist TiqHnng of Eastern Europe, 
including the Soviet Union. 

Mr. Stans said the UB. share Is 
now only 4 percent of that $8 bil- 
lion market (excluding Yugoslavia). 

He said East-West trade has 
been growing at a rate of 16 per- 
cent a year. 

“This is a market where Amer- 
ican goods are needed and wanted, 
and one that we are Ideally suited 
to satisfy.” he said. 

Mr. Stans said the slowdown in 
the economic activity In some in- 
dustrial countries, together with 
a drop in farm-product exports, 
would reduce U. S. exports, while 
the more favorable domestic busi- 
ness conditions would increase UB. 
Imports. 

He said n onagri cultural prod- 
ucts are expected to account for 
virtually all of the expansion in 
1971 U. S. exports. 

Sales of machinery, computers 
awl materials- handling equipment 
should show increases, as should 
plastics and pharma- 
ceuticals. Aircraft sales will not 
rise as rapidly as they did in 1970 
because of fewer deliveries of 
smaller jets, he said. 

Romania Eyes 
Decentralised 
Trade Activity 

BELGRADE, Feb. 17 (AF-DJJ — 
Romania's planned decentralization 


of foreign trade operations, details 
of which have now been made 
available, links the Incomes of both 
industrial managers and govern- 
ment trade officials to export per- 
formance. 

Salaries of .industrial managers 
will be reduced by the same per- 
centage that their concerns’ export 
performance falls short of target, 
according to a bill awaiting enact- 
ment by the Romanian legislature. 
Trade Ministry officials’ salaries 
will also depend on fulfillment of 
export plans, the Yugoslav news 
agency Tanjug said today In a 
report from Bucharest. 

Government foreign-currency 
loans to concerns win be tied to 
export performance. Good export 
performance wfll be rewarded by 
bonuses paid at a rate of exchange 
more favorable to the concerns 
than the official lei-dollar rate. 

The trade bin also provides for 
foreign companies to establish sub- 
sidiaries in Romania and for joint 
ventures to be formed by Romanian 
concerns and foreign comp anies . 

Customs-free areas and parts 
will be established. 

Under the decentralization plan, 
groups of industrial concerns win 
set their own export targets, which 
win be coordinated with the Trade 
Ministry. Industrial groups will 
their own trade operations, 
but the ministry will still issue 
import and export permits. Here- 
tofore, the ministry itself set the 
targets and handled &U trade op- 
erations.

WASHINGTON. Feb. 17 (UPI).— 
Commerce Secretory Maurice H.

CAMBRIDGE. Mass. (NYT). — It was the face that launched 

a thousand nips. Features composed, eternally 57. Lydia 
E. Pinkham peered thus from the label of her Vegetable 
Compound, promising women relief from the afflictions of their 
sex— and delivering just enough to win fame and fortune. 

Those pioneer 19th and early 20th-century days of women’s 
liberation now rest secure. For the papers of the Lydia E. 
Pinkham Medicine Co. hare been donated by grandson Daniel 
Pinkham to the Schlesinger Library at Radcliffe College. 
They are now being catalogued and should be ready for outside 
scholars by year's end. 

“The Harvard Business School was envious of us when 
we got all these records.” said Mrs. M. Adolphus Cheek jr„ 
director of the library, savoring the wonders of 107 ledgers, 
the cash books, posters, pamphlets and files. There is even 
what Barbara Haber, a Schlesinger librarian, called “a first- 
edition bottle.” 

Its message was as plain as Lydia’s face os the label: 
“A sure cure for Prolapsus Uteri, or falling of the womb, and 
ail Fe mal e Weaknesses, including leukorrhea. painf ul menstru- 
ation, inflammation and ulceration of the womb, irregularities, 
floodings . . . Pleasant to the taste, efficacious and Immediate 
... a great help in pregnancy . . 

Lydia brewed the original edition in about 1850. in her 
kitchen at Lynn. Mass., following hints In the American Dis- 
pensatory — forer unn er of the UJS; Pharmacopoeia. She used 
unicorn root, life root, black cohosh, pleurisy root, fenu Greek 
seed, water and alcohoL “Obviously anything with enough 
alcohol would anyone feel better,” said Mrs. Cheek. 

To save money the Pinkhams eventually reduced the alcohol 
content from 22 percent to 13.5 percent. But even small doses 
were more than enough to ensure popularity during prohibi- 
tion. 

Daily papers round the nation bloomed with mother's like- 
ness and the most unlikely testimonials. 

The treasurer of the Women’s Christian Temperance Union, 
in Kanwii City. Mo_ advised: “Dear Sister, is your health 
poor, do you feel worn out and used up. especially do you have 
any of the troubles which beset our sex? Take my advice: 
Let tiie doctors alone, try Lydia K Pinkham’s Vegetable Com- 
pound: it is better than any and all doctors, for it cures and 
they do not ” 

Boasting that it never paid for testimonials, the company 
offered $5,000 to anyone who could show that letters were not 
genuine or were published without permission. Genuine 
thousands claimed cures or wrote for advice. 

The company promised that “All Correspondence Is 
Sacredly Confidential,” and tliat letters would be seen only 
by “a woman full of sympathy far her sick sisters and with a 
knowledge of woman’s ills greater than that possessed by any 
other person.” 



In an age when sex and childbirth, were more of a mystery 
and less of an option, Pinkham pamphlets were down to earth. 
“Do you have the blues?” asked one. "Have you sounds in 
the ears like rolling carriages?” wondered a second. "Have 
you a feeling of lUllness around the fundament?” demanded 
a third. 

One pamphlet recalled Helen of Troy, Antigone, Cleopatra. 
Mazy Queen of Scots, Joan of Arc and Marie Antoinette, add- 
ing "What burdens, what suffering axe borne by countless 
thousands of silent women who might so easily find relief, 
comfort, permanent happiness through simple means 
of Lydia & Pinkham’s vegetable Compound.” 

Modem government regulations for the labeling of drugs 
meant trouble for the Pinkhams— -rmtll the label modestly 
declared that "Lydia £. Pinkham's Vegetable Compound is rec- 
ommended as a vegetable tonic in conditions for which this 
preparation is adapted.” 

Lydia died hi 1883, but her gross (from compound and 
tablets) went marching on to a $4 mill ion annual total in 
1925, with an ad budget oyer $3 million. It cost so little to 
mnv» the medicine that profit before tax was .over $700,000. 

The Pinkham heirs went aboard in search of even more, 
trimming their sales to each market's d eman ds. In En gl and 
discretion proved the better part of pallor, and ads bore the 
title: "How FhylKs Grew Thin.” 

But each advance in medical knowledge and every retreat 
from the liberty allowed medical prose meant smaller receipts. 
Two years ago the family-owned Pinkham Co. sold out for - 
almost $2J> million to Cooper Laboratories Inc. of Mystic, Conn. 
Cooper says that sales of compound and tablets are now about 
a million dollars a year, mainly in the Western Hemisphere.
